There is no more fertile land any ¬ 
where 
in Arizona 
than 
is found 
right here in our beautiful valley 
Yet we realize 
that our farmers do 
not take the deep interest manifest 
in other parts of the country to cul- 
tivate

the soil 
for all the crops it 
might bear 
There is too much time and too 
much 
land given 
to raising alfalfa 
for hay alone 
It would be better 
for our farmers if they would 
de- 
vote

more of their land 
to growing 
vegetables 
not only to supply the 
outside markets but the home mar- 
ket

as well 
The raising of hogs is an industry 
that can be carried on successfully 
by every farmer in the valley and 
profitably 
so

coming 
into town to 
pur- 
chase
